TOWERING 40G-F00T ANTENNA 
OF RADIO STATION DOMINATES 
COUNTRYSIDE EAST OF WICHITA 

Secondary Tower 220 Feet High Acts as Control; 
Tests Show Great Improvement Over Present 
Equipment; Use Awaits Federal OK 

HEN THE electrical wizards of a brief 
generation ago wrote in the magazines of 
their day about the possibility of tapping 
*■ from the outer air the music of famous 
orchestras, speeches of noted orators and 
descriptions of startling events while still 
in the making they succeeded in having 
themselves derided as “hop-heads ’ and 
their utterances scorned as the ravings of 
men gone mad. 

The idea that a piece 0 f j ron could 
be stuck in the ground and be enticed to 
bring forth intelligible sounds from remote distances was 
deemed entirely too fantastic for the popular mind. 

Temporarily thrilling were the predictions made by 
those seers of the experimental world, but nobody in the 
rank and file of human kind remained excited very long. 
Outside the laboratories the pronouncements of radio 
pioneers ranked below those of Aesop and Mother Goose. 

Scientist* wrote, however, and tol-®--" 

erantly the wiseacres read—and 
laughed. No longer were courts dis¬ 
posed to boll men in oil for pro¬ 



moting sorcery and so these latter 
day prophets were merely branded 
as “nuts,” droll in a dull sort of 
a way. decidedly •cracked,” but 
quite harmless withal. 

Amused at Tesla 
When Rider Haggard created his 
night-mare characters, and Maria 
Corelli packed the book shelves with 
her uncanny drive] about telepathic 
communication with the inhabi¬ 
tant* of other planets, gulls of 
every ism under the sun marveled 
over their favorite authors* super¬ 
natural gifts, but when Nikola 
Tesla and kindred savant* modestly 
set forth their claims, that mortal 
men would some day hear each 
others* voices across the miles of 
vast continents and through the 
waves of stormy seas, they amused 
or bored the unsophisticated multi¬ 
tude and enlightened only a few 
outside the ordinary pale 
That their prophesies have been 
fulfilled is evident enough now 
Those Kansans who care to drive to 
a point about five miles east of 
Wichita in Minneha township will 
see in the center of a large green 
field and reaching toward the stars 
for 400 feet the Iron rod stuck Into 
the ground according to the predic¬ 
tions of 30 odd years ago. And if 
those same good people will turn 
their radio dials to station KFH 
they will hear that new rod of Iron 
pour forth, clearly and faultlessly, 
music, drama, oratory, news and 
whatever else radio receiving sets 
bring Into the homes of millions 
of listeners throughout the land. 

That* rod rising out of the soil 
of Minneha township Is the uni- 


new rad|b plant of st*t*pn KFH, 
nearby stands a shorter struc¬ 
ture. similarly built but only 220 
feet tall, known as the control 
tower. Both are the product of 
the Blaw-Knox company of western 
Pennsylvania and they constitute 
the last #ord In radio station equip¬ 
ment. 

The large antenna is in use all 
the time while the station is in 
operation. During the day it works 
“non-directlonal.** that is. (accord¬ 
ing to the engineer In charge). In 
all directions. At night, however, 
the small tower also is put to work 
and functions as a control for it* 
bigger brother. All stations, it 
should be known, are equipped with 
control towers, the prime purpose 
of which is to avert Interference 
with one another. 

The taller of the two towers Is a 


queer object to gaze upon as one 
views it from a distance on the 
country road. It* height alone im¬ 
presses the beholder. It looks like 
nothing but a long black grilled iron 
stick poking heavenward out of the 
earth. A white fence encloses It as 
a safety measure for Inquisitive In¬ 
truders. Otherwise there is noth¬ 
ing ornate in Its construction. An 
adult might liken it to a weather¬ 
beaten skeleton of an obelisk, and 
it easily could remind a child of the 
lattice work on which once grew 
the sky-high bean stalk in the days 
of Jack the Giant Killer. 

It is there, however, and It per¬ 
forms In a most gratifying way. ac¬ 
cording to Amos DadLsman. chief 
engineer, who has been attached to 
station KFH since 1924. Those 
radio listeners who In recent weeks, 
have turned their dials to KFH 
after the midnight hour, when 
tests were In progress, have noted 
the enormous Improvement of the 
tower over the old antenna erected 
in 1930. 

The only other structure on the 20 
acres acquired 6y KFH Is the trans¬ 
mitter plant, a small, white build¬ 
ing In which Is housed the control 
board and the power room. 

Work Nearly Completed 

Work on the plant and the two 
towers was begun November 4. 1940 
and only in the last few weeks ha; 
been completed. The field pattern 
has been measured according to 
government requirement* and only 
approval of the Federal Communi¬ 
cations commission, application for 
which has been filed, Is needed for 
the formal opening.

centage of modulation Is kept at

It is equipped to take 230 volts of 
alternating power, raise it to 12.000 
volts of alternating surrent and 
then rectify it to direct current. 

Also located In the operating room 
is the new Western Electric 5 KW 
transmitter which Incorporates the 
newly developed Doherty amplifier 
circuit, one of the outstanding de¬ 
velopments In radio transmitters in 
recent years, and found only in the 
Western Electric equipment. 

Thus is the process explained by 
the chief engineer. Technicians who 
read this may be able to reduce it 
to simpler terms for the benefit of 
those likely to worry about It in 
ghetr sleep. 

Anyway, there the power is gen 
crated, and from there it is carried

Eddy McKean, popular master of 
ceremonies on the Butternut Jam¬ 
boree, heard dally. Monday through 
Friday, over KFH, at 1:25 actually 
broke Into radio by accident 
While appearing with his orches¬ 
tra in Ban Francisco In 1934 he 


made the acquaintance of A1 
Pearce, who was then producing a 
radio show on the coast network 
AL invited Eddy and his band to 
be guests on his program.

For a short period Eddy doubled 
as band leader in the evenings, and 
announcer of his own record chat¬ 
ter program on the station Then 
came the hand of the booking of¬ 
fice. moving Eddy and his band to 
Portland.

Observance to Be Carried on 

Columbia System to Huge 
American Audience 

HISTORIC YEAR AHEAD 

The 100 th year In the history of 
America's oldest orchestra—the New 
York Philharmonic - Symphony — 
will be celebrated during the sea¬ 
son of 1941-42 and the first port of 
the season of 1942-43. The celebra¬ 
tion covers the anniversary of the 
founding of the orchestra on April 
5. 1842. and Its first concert on De¬ 
cember 7 1842 

The centennial observance will 
mark the 12th and 13th seasons of 
the Columbia Broadcasting System's 
exclusive broadcasts of the Phll- 
harmonlc-Symphony Orchestra's 
concerts on Sunday afternoons 
which are heard by an audience 
estimated at more than 10.000,000 
music lovers. 

In addition to the dLsttnction of 
its 100 years of existence, the Phll- 
Ijarmonlc-Symphony has been pre¬ 
sented in the longest symphonic 
radio series of Its kind. 

Historic Year Ahead 

Marshall Field, president of the 
Philharmonic - Symphony society’s 
board of directors, made public the 
general program for the historic 
year to come, emphasising that the 
purpose of the society remained the 
same as It was at the time of Its 
incorporation almost a century’ ago 

The orchestra has devoted itself 
consistently- to performing the best

The 100th season will open Thurs¬ 
day evening. October 9. 1941, at 
Carnegie Hall, in New York. Dur¬ 
ing the season, eight distinguished 
conductors will be presented as 
guests. In addition to the regular 
conductor. John Barbirolli. A large 
list of soloists will be announced 
later. 

Leopold Stokowski, famous for his 
long association with the Phila¬ 
delphia Orchestra and more recent 
experimental work In the movies, 
conducts the first fortnight of the 
centennial season. Mr Stokowski 
has appeared only once before with 
the Philharmonic - Symphony. That 
was in the autumn of 1930, when 
he 8nd Arturo Toscanini inter¬ 
changed posts for two wetks. 

Serge Koussevitzxy directs for 
two weeks in January. 1942. Tills 
will be the first time that the fa¬ 
mous leader of the Boston Sym¬ 
phony orchestra has conducted any 
other American orchestra although 
he came to this country 17 years 
ago. 

Mr. Barbirolli, now completing 
his fourth season with the orches¬ 
tra. will conduct for eight weeks 
next year, two weeks in October, 
and six weeks during February and 
March. 

Bruno Walter conducts for four 
weeks, while Dimitri Mitropoulos 
and Artur Rods In ski have been en¬ 
gaged for a month each.

Collaboration In developing pres* 
entatlon of art by television 
cnnounced recently by the Colum¬ 
bia Broadcasting system and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. New 
York City. 

Although plana are being made 
for the first presentations to be 
In black and white television soon, 
a fundamental objective of the col¬ 
laboration la to create techniques 
for color television when It Is fully 
established. 

Interest of the Metropolitan mu¬ 
seum In the project was crystal¬ 
lized early In March of this year, 
when Francis Henry Taylor, mu¬ 
seum director, saw for the first 
time a demonstration of color tele 
vision which ha* been developed 
and brought to its present stage 
of practical realization by CBS. 
Since then. Mr. Taylor and Gil¬ 
bert 8eldos. CBS television program 
director, have been working out 
specific techniques which are be¬ 
ing outlined for the Initial pres¬ 
entations. 

Visual Education 
"I believe It will be Juat as revo¬ 
lutionary for visual education as 
radio was for the symphony and 
the opera," Mr. Taylor said. "It 
may have a perfectly incredible ef¬ 
fect on American taste and per¬ 
ception. Television will do to the 
visual sense what radio has done 
to the American ear." 

Mr. Taylor aald he was par 
tlcularly Interested In the prospect 
of ultimately transmitting the best 
In art to the city’s schools, thereby 
enabling students to view original 
paintings without leaving the class¬ 
room. 

■lir. Seldes expressed the belief 
that color television would finally 
afford realization of the oft-ex¬ 
pressed desire to "bring art to the 
masses."

The Columbia Broadcasting sys¬ 
tem ha$ acted to Improve its short¬ 
wave transmissions to Europe by a 
change in frequency. 

Since Sunday. June 15. the 17830 
kilocycle frequency has been dropped 
from the schedule of broadcasts 
across the Atlantic and 15270 kilo¬ 
cycles substituted. 

This caused a conflict with the 
previous WCAB schedule which has 
been overcome by abandoning its 
European transmission and signing 
on to South America at 1 p. ~ 
EDST. on 15270 kilocycles. 

The revised schedules for the 
two International shortwave stations 
of the Columbia Broadcasting sys¬ 
tem follow:
